Printed Books , in one package to one address, 4 
cents for each 4 ounces or fraction thereof. 

On all Transient Newspapers or other Printed Mat - 
ter (Books and Circulars excepted), and on all Seeds, 
Cuttings, &c., Pamphlets, Book MSS. and Proof Sheets, 
Maps, Engravings, Blanks, Patterns, Envelopes, and 
Photographs, contained in one package, to one ad¬ 
dress, 2 cents for each 4 ounces or fraction thereof.
